Another car accident on the Cal- 
gary-Edmonton highway between 
Didsbury and Carstairs last Wed- 
nesday night resulted in the driver 
of a car, Mrs. J.A. Walker, Cam- 
bourne Auto Court, 5226 Macleod 
Trail, being admitted to the Dids- 
bury hospital in a serious condi- 
tion, suffering from a fractured 
skull, from which she succumbed 
on Friday. 

Other passengers in the car, Mrs. 
Walker’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. An- 
drew Pluim of Edmonton, and her 
sister, Miss Cora Pluim, also re- 
ceived hospital attention for minor 
injuries. 

The accident occurred when the 
Walker car and an auto driven by 
Milton Fisher of Crossfield were 
both proceeding south and a truck 
driven by Mr. Dan Bernard of Olds 
was going north. Fisher reportedly 
pulled out to pass Mrs. Walker as 
the truck approached. Bernard ap- 
plied his brakes and his truck skid- 
ded and collided with the Walker 
car, forcing it into the ditch, and 
the Fisher car crashed into the 
truck, causing extensive damage to 
all three vehicles.

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IMMUNIZATION AGAINST 
WHOOPING COUGH 


(Third article in the series of the 
work of the Rosebud Health Unit) 

Whooping Cough may occur at 
any age but the disease is one 
which is chiefly seen in infants 
under a year old and very young 
children. Some 40% of children are 
attacked by the disease before their 
fifth birthday and 60% before the 
age of 10 years. An attack of the 
disease after age 10 years is rare. 
Although lightly regarded by the 
public, whooping cough is the most 
serious of the acute specific infec- 
tions of children.

Many of you parents may remem: 

ber the unpleasant time you had 
when suffering from Whooping 
Cough. That hacking spasmodic 
cough which you so dreaded can 
now be largely prevented, or at the 
worst modified in intensity in your 
child by specific inoculations. 
The seriousness of whooping cough 
as a disease lies in the fact that it 
damages the lungs and causes sev- 
ere exhaustion from the cough, and 
so undermines the patient's 
strength, that other germs in the 
nose and throat may multiply and 
cause bronchopneumonia and __ se- 
vere infantile diarrhoea. 


The same striking results for pre- 
vention of diphtheria cannot be 
claimed with whooping cough vac- 
cine in its present form. However, 
if a child has had the course of 
whooping cough vaccine, we can 
claim that if he should contract the 
disease, the attack will be mild or 
modified. That in itself is sufficient 
reason to have every child immu- 
nized against the disease. Its real 
attack, complications like broncho- 
pneumonia are far less likely. 


Whooping Cough Vaccine is now 
combined with diphtheria toxoid. 
It has been found that in combina- 
tion results are equally as good as 
those obtained when each is given 
separately. This is very conven- 
fent as {t means the child receives 
protection from the two diseases 
but only one prick with the needle 
each time. Three inoculations at | 
monthly intervals are required. 
The child should receive a further 
single dose of whooping cough vac- 
cine every 2 years until starting 
school to boost the immunity. 

Again, it is useless for parents to 
come to a Clinic saying their child 
has been playing with a little friend 
who now has whooping cough and 
can they have their child inoculated 
to prevent him from taking it. 

It takes nearly four months after | 
the last inoculation before the im- | 
munity is built up to its péak level. | 
I strongly advise parents to have 
these inoculations given to their 
childfen between the 6th and 12th 
month of life, especially if there are 
other older children in the family 
already attending school. 

These inoculations cause very 
little, if any, upset, to the child. The 
child at the.worst may be a little | 
cross for some hours following the | 
inoculations but, surely, that is pre- 
ferable to weeks of acute misery 
and worry which the disease 
causes, 

The staff of the Health Unit will 
be very pleased to supply full in- 
formation on the case for inocula- 
tions against whooping cough at 
any of the clinics held in the towns 
of the district. These inoculations 


| are given free of charge and all par- 
ents are urged to make use of these 


clinics and have their child protect- 
ed while there is still time. 
Be wise, have him immunized!

NEW LAND FOR FARMS 


New crop land is being brought 
into production in the United States 
at the rate of from 1 million to 1% 
million acres per year. This is be- 
ing done by draining and clearing. 
land and building irrigation works 
The area under irrigation was in- 
creased between 1939 and 1944 by 
2,600,000 acres. In the next five or 
six years another 2% million acres 
will be brought under the ditch. 

Tractors, bulldozers and other 
power machinery are taking the 
leading role in present land devel- 
opment. Over one-third of United 
States farms now have tractors, 
compared with only 14 per cent in 
1930.

Crippler, the Arthritis Club of 
Banff has launched upon an ex- 
tensive promotion and membership 
campaign. 

The Banff Club is the only one of 
its kind in Alberta and was formed 
shortly after the Department of 
National Health and Welfare offic- 
jally announced steps to formulate 
and develop a national campaign. 


Alberta’s campaign is an organ- 
ized step in that direction. It is de- 
signed with a three-fold objective. 
At present the Banff Club has circu- 
Jarized 3,000 citizens, many of them 
Arthritics, with a colorful folder 
highlighting the tragic toll taken 
by Arthritis annually; reviewing 
the organizational aspects across 
Canada; listing the aims and ob- 
jectives of the Canadian Arthritics 
and Rheumatism Society and the 
Arthritis Club of Banff and appeal- 
ing for membership in the Banff 
organization. 


The groups of Arthritics at 
Banff, lead by Mrs. 
man, are the pioneers in the move- 
ment to gain government recogni- 
tion of Canada’s Number One Crip. 
pler, After several years’ effort 
their mission was partially accom- 
plished January 12, 1948, when the 
Canadian Arthritics and Rheumat- 
ism Society was officially recog- 
nized by Ottawa, and was granted 
permission to organize and expand 
into a national body. 

The Banff Club was organized re- 
cently, with Mrs. Landsman, her- 
self an Arthritic, as president. 
Membership in the provincial or- 
ganization is $1.00 per year with 
life membership going to donors of 
$500.00 or more. Funds will be used 
for launching upon a series of edu- 
cational campaigns to make the 


public more conscious of the need 
for organized and official action to 
combat Arthritis.

THE HOME FRUIT AND 
VEGETABLE GARDEN 


(Experimental Farms News) 


Because of poor planning and im- 
proper use of land and materials, 
the best results are not always ob- 
tained from vegetable and fruit 
gardens, particularly those on 
small properties. Properly cared for 
gardens take time, but by using 
proved varieties, and planting with 
discretion and foresight, better re- 
sults may be obtained with a mini- 
mum of effort, says Harvey Allen, 
Dominion Experimental Station, 
Lacombe, Alberta. 

In allotting space vegetables sev- 
eral considerations arise. Although 
narrow rows may mean more varie- 
ties and greater amount of produce, 
the width of row depends upon 
such factors as: fertility, moisture, 
type of cultivating equipment, and 
habit of growth of the various vege- 
tables. In many cases early matur- 
ing cool weather crops such as rad- 
ish, lettuce, and spinach can be in- 
terplanted between rows of later 
maturing types such as_ carrots, 
beets, and parsnips; or between 
plants in the row as in the case of 
cabbage and cauliflower. To keep 
waste space and produce to a mini- 
mum, only sufficient of each vege- 
table should be grown for house- 
hold needs, but this is largely a 
matter of experience. 

A useful tip for the home gar- 
dener is to choose the varieties ot 
fruits and vegetables recommended 
for the district. Varieties are not re- 
commended without reason, and 
they have been tested in trial plots 
before being listed as suited to 
particular areas. A variety that 
may have proved highly success- 
ful in one district will not neces- 
sarily do as well in another. The 
chance of failure is reduced by us- 
ing varieties that are adaptable to 
the soil type and climatic conditions 
of the immediate area, and vart-- 
eties suitable for table use, canning, 
freezing, or storing, as the case may 
be. Early and late maturing vari- 
eties are useful too as by their com- 
bined use production will extend 
over as long a time as possible. 

Garden space must be given 
particular consideration when 
choosing types and varieties of 
fruits. Is it feasible to grow the 
and if so, how many plants will be 


necessary for the quantity of fruits 
required? Is the variety hardy for 
the area or is hardiness being sacr!- 
ficed for quality only suited to 
milder areas? Is the variety suscep- 
tible to disease that may destroy 
the plant after it has become estab-

lished? Will it be possible to take | 


proper care of the number of trees 
and bushels planned for? Is the var- 
jety on the recommended list for 
the area? 

It should also be remembered 
that many fruit trees and bushes 
make attractive ornamentals, and 
if used properly in the garden can 
serve a double purpose as a source 
of fruit and as a garden decoration 


DEPARTMENT URGES 
FORAGE CROP MIXTURES 


In spite of the encouraging in- 
crease in acreage sown to forage 
crops in recent years, there is still a 


tendency to use a single grass or | 


legume instead of a mixture of 
both, J.E. Birdsall, Supervisor of 
Crop Improvement, Alberta Dept. 
of Agriculture says that under spec- 
jal circumstances this may be just!- 
fied, but in most cases best results 
will accrue from the use of a well 
chosen mixture. 


A good pasture mixture will give 
maximum grazing throughout the 
season. By using a fairly large 
proportion of grass there will be 
less danger of bloat in livestock 
than if a legume is used alone. A 
combination of grasses and legumes 
give maximum hay yields along 
with a high feed value. In addition, 
a crop is produced that can be cut 
and cured with less difficulty than 
is the case with a legume hay such 
as alfalfa. Since grasses add fibre 
and legumes fertility to the soil, a 
mixture of the two is more effec- 
tive in soil improvement than 
either one alone. 

Many farmers have already made 
their plans for this spring’s seeding 
but with good forage seed available 
it is‘not too late to adjust these 
plans to include an acreage of a 
food grass-legume mixture, Infor- 
mation may be obtained on suitable 
mixtures and sources of good qua- 
lity seed from district agriculturists 
or from the Field Crops Branch, 
Alberta Department of Agriculture, 
Edmonton.

EXCEED $7,200,000

proximately $7,200,000 to the ‘pro- 
vincial treasury during the year 
ended March 31 in fuel oil or gaso.

sociation. This was an increase of 
more than a million dollars over 
the previous year. 

The main reason for the record 
revenue during the past year was 
the increase in the gasoline tax 
from seven to nine cents per gallon. 
When the additional tax was decid. 
ed upon the government announced 


that the revenue from this increase | 


would be used specifically for hard 
surfacing of main highways. 

Last year the province voted 
$13,500,000 for its highway ex- 
penditures and a similar sum has 


been provided for the current year. | 


Thus it will be seen that more than 
half of this revenue is obtained 
from the gasoline tax. 

On the whole the government is 
spending more on highways than 
what it collects in revenue from 
motorists, including car licenses 
This policy has been commended by 
the A.M.A. which has urged that it 
be continued.

A PLACE FOR BARLEY 


When planning the cropping pro- 
gramme this spring give a thought 
to barley. A. M. Wilson, Alberta's 
Field Crons Commissioner, says 
that there is a place for barley on 
every farm.

VETERANS LAND ACT 
SETTLERS IN ALBERTA 
TOTAL OVER 6,300 


One farm out of every 12 in Al- 
berta is being operated by veterans 
established under either Veteran's 
Land Act or Soldier Settlement Ad- 
ministration. 

Latest available figures show 
that, in spite of the current high 
prices of land, a total of 6,321 vet- 
erans of World War II have been 
settled by VLA in Alberta and the 
Peace River Block of B.C. In_ ad- 
dition, 1,901 Soldier Settlement, 
British Families, and Civilian Pur- 
chaser active accounts are being 
administered in this province. VLA 
establishments are currently being 
made at the rate of 100 to 120 per 
month, and this rate will probably 
increase during 1948. 

Total expenditure involved in 
these settlements is $22,632,365. 

VLA has_ purchased 722,637 
acres of land, at an average cost of 
$15.47 per acre, in this province, 
and 456,817 acres of this are now 
under cultivation. 

For various reasons 4000 veter- 

ans who have been qualified have 
/not yet been established in Alber- 
ta. Inflated land values is regard- 
ed as the largest obstacle. Fortu- 
nately, however, no time limits for 
benefits under VLA was _ placed 
in the Act, and thus many veterans 
can wait for more favorable prices 
without predjudicing their bene- 
fits under VLA.

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HELP IN CASE OF ACCIDENT 


POISONED WOUNDS — From bite of animal — Treat immediately. Wash under running water 
to remove animal seliva. Have patient lie down and remain quiet. Apply ligature or bandage above 
wound to prevent spread of poison. With tip of knife or razor blade, sterilized by passing through 
flame, if possible, cut into wound, a depth of !,to 14 inch over fang mark, and let poison out. 
Apply suction, or if no other means available, suck the wound out by mouth, provided there are no 
open sores or wounds in mouth, and remove as much poison as possible from it. Be careful not to 
swallow, Continue suction for about a half hour, Cauterize with nitric acid, chloride of zine or ni- 
trate of silver, or by applying white hot iron, Give patient stimulants and rush to doctor at once. 


BURNS AND SCALDS — Skin unbroken. 


A paste of baking soda in water; cod-liver, olive or 


castor oil; or vaseline. Cover with sterile gauze. Where skin is broken, apply wet baking soda, gen- 
tian violet jelly, pieric acid gauze, or tannic acid jelly, Keep dressing moist. Chemical burns—wash 
immediately with large quantities of clean water before applying any other treatment. 


FAINTING — Place flat on back, head lower than rest of body, loosen clothing, allow plenty of fresh 


air and keep warm, 


LIGHTNING OR SUN STROKE — Loosen clothing, dash cold water on face, treat for shock, In 


case of sun stroke, remove to shade.

PRAIRIE PRECIPITATION
